Ambitious state program depends 
upon veterinarians help rid world 
cancer. 


California veterinarians will shortly 
called upon participate far-reaching 
five year program rid the world cancer. 

The $3.5 million cancer field research pro- 
gram will launched this fall under the di- 
rection the California State Department 
Public Health. 

Purpose the multi-phased program will 
discover the nature cancer animals 
and man. 

The project, financed the National Cancer 
Institute, will the most comprehensive field 
investigation cancer ever undertaken 
state. Studies will include human cancer epi- 
demiology, epizoology, virus studies and re- 
search physical and environmental stresses 
which may cause cancer animals and man. 

Practicing veterinarians, particularly those 
residing Alameda and Contra Costa coun- 
ties, will asked State Department 
Public Health officials assist field cancer 
research dogs, cats and certain species 
birds. Leukemia will investigated dairy 
cattle also. 

The general objective the epizoological 
phase the project develop and test 


methods for observing the frequency neo- 
plasm occurrence certain animals and their 
relationship with environmental and genetic 
factors. 

State public health officials will work with 
practicing veterinarians study the natural 
occurrence neoplasms domestic animals. 
Arrangements will then made obtain 
sample specimens through biopsy, autopsy 
surgical removal. Diagnosis will made 
veterinary pathologists the state Cancer 
Field Research Center Berkeley. 

From results this study limited registry 
neoplasms selected species will kept 
determine frequency rates. Clinical and 
pathological information will integrated 
into epidemiologic approach, taking into 
account species population the area and 
characteristics that might related the 
occurrence neoplasms. Particular attention 
will given possible comparability with 
human cancer. 

Investigations leukemia, leukemia-type 
disease, dogs and dairy cattle will done 
routine sampling basis obtaining speci- 
mens through veterinarians participating 
the dog and cat study and arrangement 
with those responsible for annual brucellosis 
dairy herd testing. 

Emphasis this aspect the study will 
center around the particular type neoplastic 
disorder the two animal species and pos- 
sible factors, including viruses, their occur- 
rence. 

Exploratory studies will also made 
observe neoplasm occurrence small num- 
ber parakeet breeding aviaries. Selection 
aviaries will based completeness 
record-keeping and stability operations and 
management practices.

An act to amend Sections 4826, 4848, and 4849 of the 
Business and Professions Code, and to amend Sec- 
tion 4848 of the Business and Professions Code, as 
proposed Senate Bill No. 459 the 1961 Regular 
Session, relating to the practice of veterinary 
medicine. 


The people of the State of California do enact as 
follows: 


Section 1. Section 4826 of the Business and Pro- 
fessions Code is amended to read: 


4826. Any person practices veterinary medicine, 
surgery, and dentistry, and the various branches 
thereof, when does any one the following: 


(a) Represents himself as engaged in the practice 
veterinary medicine, veterinary surgery, vet- 
erinary dentistry any its branches. 


(b) Diagnoses prescribes drug, medicine, ap- 
pliance application treatment whatever 
nature for the prevention, cure or relief of a wound, 
fracture, or bodily injury or disease of animals. 


(c) Administers a drug, medicine, appliance or ap- 
plication or treatment of whatever nature for the 
prevention, cure or relief of a wound, fracture, or 
bodily injury or disease of animals, except where 
such drug, medicine, appliance or application or 
teratment is administered at the direction and under 
the direct supervision of a veterinarian licensed 
under this chapter. 


(d) Performs a surgical operation upon an animal. 


(e) Performs any manual procedure for the diag- 
nosis of pregnancy, sterility, or infertility upon live- 
stock. 

(f) Uses any words, letters or titles in such con- 
nection under such circumstances induce the 
belief that the person using them is engaged in the 
practice veterinary medicine, veterinary surgery 
or veterinary dentistry. Such use shall be prima 
facie evidence of the intention to represent himself 
engaged the practice veterinary medicine, 
veterinary surgery veterinary dentistry. 


Sec. 2. Section 4848 of said code is amended to 
read: 


4848. The board shall means examination, 
ascertain the professional qualifications of all ap- 
plicants for licenses to practice veterinary medicine 
this State and shall issue license every person 
which finds qualified.

4848. The board shall means examination, 
ascertain the professional qualifications of all appli- 
cants for licenses to practice veterinary medicine in 
this State and shall issue a license to every person 
which it finds to be qualified on payment of the 
initial license fee prescribed by this chapter. 


The examination shall consist of a written exami- 
nation and a practical examination which may be 
given at the same time or at different times as de- 
termined by the board. The written examination 
may be waived by the board in any case in which 
it determines that the applicant has taken an exami- 
nation for license in another state substantially 
equivalent in scope and subject matter to the written 
examination last given in California before such 
determination is made, and has achieved a score on 
the out-of-state examination at least equal to the 
score required to pass such California written exam- 
ination. 

No license shall be issued to anyone who has not 
demonstrated his competency by examination. 

Sec. 5. Section 4 of this act becomes operative 
only if Senate Bill No. 459 is enacted by the Legis- 
lature at its 1961 Regular Session, and in such case, 
at the same time as said Senate Bill No. 459 becomes 


operative, at which time Section 2 of this act is 
repealed.

Swine Brucellosis Eradication 
Program Intensified 


new phase the brucellosis eradication 
program—an intensified effort eradicate 
swine brucellosis—is officially under way, the 
Department Agriculture announced. 

The nationwide swine brucellosis eradica- 
tion program will carried out jointly 
the states and USDA. 


Three good reasons for the program were 
cited Dr. Mingle, who heads brucel- 
losis eradication work for USDA’s Agricultural 
Research Service. “First all,” pointed out, 
“swine brucellosis costs the swine industry 
about $10 million year. Second, this disease 
presents threat cross-infection cattle. 
Third—and highly important—it serious 
hazard human health.”
